Thirty Millions for Franc*. 


I have here a big sheaf of sheets 


filled with figures. One item is thirteen 
million and odd dollars—the amount 
which, up to that tifte, bad gone to the 
local chapters of the Red Cross in the 
United States for local relief. Twenty- 
five per cent of the money subscribed 
through the chapters eventually goes 
that way. 


Over thirty mill loos have been ap- 


propriated for work In France. Here 
is a million and a quarter—In round 
numbers—for military hospitals and 
dispensaries; over a million and a half 
for canteen service, where French and 
American soldiers, relieved from the 
trenches, can get good food, a cot, a 
bath, and have their clothes disinfected 
—and so go on for their brief holiday 
clean, rested, nourished. There are 
over three millions for hospital supply 
service; half a million for rest sta- 
tions for American troops. 


Aid of refugees—eleven thousand 


families—accounts for nearly three 
million dollars; care ami prevention of 
tuberculosis takes over two millions; 
care of helpless children over a mil- 
lion; relief work t> six devastated 41* 


tricts. Including care of five thousand 
families and sufficient reconstruction 
to- make houses habitable, required 
over two millions. 


Misery on an Unparalleled Scale. 
These are all large Items; but th« 


Red Cross is grappling with human 
misery on an unparalleled scale—a 
world of it. The Item for relief of the 
blind amounts to four hundred thou- 
sand dollars. The dispensary- service 
sends supplies to more than thirty-four 
hundred hospitals. The Red Cross re- 
ceives and distributes more than two 
hundred tons of supplies daily at Paris. 
For this distribution and its other 
work it requires a big transportation 
service of motors and trucks. This 
transportation service has cost a mil- 
lion and a half, and its operating ex- 
penses run to a million dollars. 


Every dollar It spends means misery 


alleviated. Its work is building abroad 
for the United States the best pood will 
In this world. It is building the best 
good will among ourselves. Whatever 
else the war may produce, we shall be 
proud of our Red Cross. 


DAMAGE FROM RODENTS 


ISCOUNTRYWIDE. 


'Food-destroying rodents are com- 


mon throughout the United States. 
In states west of the Mississippi riv- 
er prairie dogs, ground 
squirrels, 


pdcket gophers, rabbits, cotton rats 
and field mice have taken a contin- 
ually increasing toll from the crops 
of wheat, oats, corn, barley and oth- 
er cereals, from alfalfa, potatoes, al- 
monds, beans, 
fruit, 
melons and 


from pasture ranges. States east of 
this boundary have suffered heavily 


j from the depredations- of 
rabbits, 


woodchucks and meadow pine and 
white-footed mice in gardens, field 
and truck crops, orchards and vine- 
yards. The estimate of $150,000,000 
loss to crops annually in the United 
States is based upon information re- 
garding conditions reported by field 
representatives of the biological sur- 
vey, U. S. department of agriculture, 
county agricultural agents, other 
competent officials, and farmers. It 
does not include losses inflicted by 
house mice and rates.—-U. S. Dept. 
Agriculture.

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POISONING CAMPAIGNS 


STOP LARGE CHOP LOSS 


Crops worth more than $150,000,- 


are destroyed every year by 


such rodents as prairie dogs, ground 
squirrels, pocket gophers', rabbits 
field mice and rats and woodchucks 
This heavy toll does not include loss 
inflicted by" house mice ^and rats 
That the losses due to .rodents can- 
stitute an -entirely unnecessary drain 
upon the productive capacity of the 
farms arid that they may be perma- 
nently eliminated at a cost wMcn Is 
but a small fraction of the damage 
Occasioned during a single year has 
been proved, by the extensive work 
already accomplished in 
campaigns 


conducted by the 'Ecological Survey 
of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture in co-operation with State and 
county organizations. 


Community co-operation will do 


the work. 
Rodent pests have been 


practically eliminated from millions 
of acres of 
valuable 
agricultural 


land in the last four.years through 
the co-operation • of 
thousands of 


farmers. 
Describing 
these cam- 


paigns Federal 
specialists declare 


that the eagerness with which farm- 
ers have availed themselves of the 
opportunity to 
join 
in . concerted 


movements aimed at 
relief 
from 


these pests is most significant and 
gratifying, while the returns in in- 
creased crop yields from the amount 
of iabor and money invested in the 
community campaigns have exceeded 
all expectations. 
A successful fight 


against rodent pests requires that all 
local. State and National agencies 
concerned be brought into harmoni- 
ous and effective cooperation and 
that modern poisoning methods 
of 


proved efficiency be used. 


In the great grain-producing areas 


or North Dakota there has been de- 
veloped the most extensive and thor- 
oughly organized campaign with a 
comprehensive plan of Slate-wide 
eradication of rodent pests that has 
yet been attempted. This campaign 
was organized und^r a co-operative 
project agreement between the Bu- 
reau and Biological Survey and the 
States Rciations Service of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture and the 
North Dakota Agricultural Bxperi- 
mert Station and Extension Service, 
including the rounty agent organiza- 
tion. The State legislature provided 
a revolting fund available for use in 
procuring and maintaining the re- 
quired stock 
of 
poison 
supplies. 


Slate encampments also authorized 
county commissioners on petition of 
resident landowners to provide funds 
and to enforce tiie destruction of 
prairie dogs, ground squirrels, pocket 
gophers and certain other rodents 
which were declared a nuisance. 


The initial campaign was launch- 


ed against the Richardson ground 
squirrel, commonly known locally as 
"gopher." In many places poisoning 


resulted in the killing of 98 per 
cent of the animals on the first ap 
plication. Entire counties were or- 
ganized in a systematic voluntary 
warfare upon the rodents, using the 
township as a convenient working 
.Unit. 
Poisoned grain was prepare? 


in quantity, placed in plainly markec 
containers and distributed to farm- 


vers, who then applied it according to 
directions around the ground-squir- 
rel burrows on their farms. 


More than 5,000,000 acres were 


treated, with poispn in 1916. During 
the spring of 1917, 16.000 farmers 
in North Dakota joined m this move- 
ment. 
The ground squirrels 
were 


poisoned OH 4,500,000 acres, result- 
ing in a practical elimination, of the 
pest In the areas treated and a sav- 
ing in the year's crop of moire than 
$1,000,000. , Including hire of tebor 
to distribute the poison, the cost av- 
erages lees than 5 cents per acre un- 
der North Dakota conditions, -and 
where the landowners perform 
the 


labor the actual cash outlay per acre 
is materially reduced. 


In other states co-operative cam- 
paigns have been effective against 
other pests, such as prairie dogs and 
jack rabbits- 
As suggested by the 


campaigns which have already been 
conducted effectively, these five im- 
portant features essential to ultimate 
success are named by specialists of 
the Department of Agriculture: (1) 
^o-operation of all agencies involv- 
ed, including farmers, local organi- 
zations, county. State, and Federal 
officials; (2) leadership trained and 
ixperienced in methods of rodent 
control and in organizaton; (3) a 
unit plan to systematize 
activities 


and cover a sufficiently large rein- 
estation; (4) financial support to 
procure supplies in large quantities: 
and (5) legal provision for the ex- 
amination of pests upon 
neglected 


areas.—U. S. Department of 
Agri- 


culture.

It is a testimony to the perfectly 


superb work of our navy. It means 
heroic facing or 
peril, incessant 


watchfulness, the continuous strain 
of the eye over the tossing waters, 
the instant readiness for a fight. 


It means not merely daring, but 


the highest type of scientific and 
technical achievement, coupled with 
marvellous discipline. Most of us ex- 
pected that there would be some 
transports lost. 
Yet while sternly 


knocking on wood, it does look as if 
we were going to get by without 
great losses from this cause. 


This result is a testimony to the 


navy's superb efficiency under Sec- 
retary Daniels. Without talk or fuss 
or feathers, the whole force was in- 
stantly ready the day war was de- 
clared, and it was very greatly en- 
larged without friction or delay. Re- 
sults like these are no mere happen- 
ings. 


They show long and careful plan- 


ning, systematic attention to detail, 
large foresight and ability to do big 
things in a big way. 
They prove 


that wh'en the American people were 
ready to spend the money for pre- 
paredness, the present heads of the 
government were perfectly able to 
give them the protection. If there 
had be'en equal readiness on the part 
of the people to be taxed for military 
readiness, there would not esisit to- 
day the delays that we all deplore.

The picture shows Mr. Gerard call- 
ing upon Chancellor von Bethman- 
Holhveg of the 
imperial German 


government, to protest against the 
deportation of Belgian women to 
work as slaves in German fields and 
factories.

He 
came as the accredited representa- 
tive of 100.000.000 people, who were 
entitled to be heard on this or any 
other question. Yet while he stood 
waiting for the German minister's

himself for a time with his dancing 
doll figures. 
He considered 100,- 


000,000 people, expressing the pro- 
test of outraged humanitarian senti- 
ment, of less account than his jump- 
ing jacks. 


The same spirit ran through the 


German court from 
the emperor 


down. 
The Americans were consid- 


ered mere dollar-seeking pigs, who 
would never dare to go to war, hut 
were bent merely on seeking their 
money swill. 


We could be jollied along like 


children, lied to, ignored, our women 
and children murdered, our brave 
seamen sent to the bottom of th'e 
seas. 
And the Germans thought 


that all these outrages that cried to 
heaven, could be atoned by the 
vague promise of a 
money in- 


demnity, which promise was only a 
scrap of paper." 


The Germans are very bright peo- 


ple. 
They have a very astute spy 


system over here, to which they pay 
big money. 
They spent enormous 


sums to control our public opinion. 
But they didn't quite size us up 
right. The true American character 
is beginning to dawn

destruction of submarines; it thinks 
hat mystery would affect the mind 
of the German sailors more than the 
mowledge of disasters. But tre Ger- 
man government is also trying 
to 


ceep that knowledge from the Ger- 
man-sailors, believing that the knowl- 
edge of disasters would have a more 
depressing effect upon its 
sailors 


fian ignorance of the fate of sub- 
marines. But the British admiralty 
has admitted that its suppression un- 
.11 recently of the knowledge of the 
amount of shipbuilding had been a 
mistake. It is not the only psycholog- 
cal mistake the admiralty has made.

las been a terrible disappointment,

td the Germans by its empty results, 
md all the official press is trying to 
ounteract this. Conditions in Austria 
are such that a little more discour- 
agement or the discrediting of the 
German army might 
easily start a 


evolution that would take the dual 
monarchy out of the war as revolu- 
ion took Russia out. 


Why on earh should we suppress 


nformation whose tendency would 
e to depress the Germans and shake 
heir confidence in ultimate success? 


Those nice Germans that used to 


come over and kiss their Russian 
brothers in the trenches now only 
want a little indemnity of ?4,000,- 
000,000, as the price of their friend- 
ship, with probably a billion or two 
later as a tip.

WOMEN AND WAR-WORK. 


The most serious effects on women 


growing out of the war, are social 
changes more profound than any- 
physical 
injury they may incur. 


These changes are suggested in part 
by the report that great numbers of 
girls are flocking to the big cities. 
Many of them within a short time 
are said to drift to the street. 
In 


New York about 2fiO to 300 girls 
are reported each month as missing. 


The great majority of those girls 


may be assumed to have sought city 
life allured by tales of high wages. 
Their purpose was to get a belter 
job than they thought they could 
secure at home. 


On arrival they found that they 


bad been deceived by over-flattering 
reports. 
If only those girls realized, 


most of them could have found prof- 
itable employment in 
their own 


neighborhoods. 


For many years a 


proportion of married women 
children have sought positions 
factories and" stores. 
The rise

(Columbus Dispatch.) 


Whatever takes place in the po- 


itical circles of England, whatever 
s said or done in parliament 
con- 


erning the conduct of the war, it is 
well for us to bear in mind that 


ngland still controls the seas. In 
act, it will be well to bear that fact 
n mind even if her troops in Belgium 
,nd France should be overwhelmed, 
which is not likely to be the case. 


Our own navy is helping wonder- 


ully, no doubt, and the navies of 
France and Italy are playing their 
parts. But it is Britain's navy, in the 
main, that has swept Germany from 
he seas and which now keeps the 
oceans clear of German vessels. We 
should not lose sight of the British 
navy when considering anything per- 
taining to the war. 


Germany can not v;in until she 


can gain the seas. Xo matter what 
lappens anywhere else, no matter 
flow many victories Germany may- 
win over the troops of any country, 
to win the war she must get her ships 
upon the ocean—and there isn't the 
aintest possibility of her doing so. so 
long as Great Britain's navy is afloat. 
Nobody understands that any better 
than Germany. 


All of the fighting which Germany- 


has done these past four years has 
been with a view of getting -rid of 
the British navy in some way. That 
is. she has hoped that by winning 
victories upon the land, she might 
be able to effect a peace that would 
induce Great Britain to relax her hold 
upon the waters. Germany would to- 
day make any kind of treaty with 
Great Britain, if the latter nation 
would first agree to withdraw her 
navy from the seas. But it isn't go- 
ing to happen, no matter what else 
happens. That mighty navy is feoing 
to stand guard over the destiny of 
the world until Germany is whipped.

The following interesting letter is 


from Miss Florence Hersberger, a 
Newark nurse serving 
in 
France 


just back of the firing line, to Mrs. 
Chas. N. Moore: -, 


Field Hospital No. 16,.France. 


Dear Flossa: 


I have not written for awhile be- 


cause my address was s.» uncertain. 
I did not know at what hour I might 
have a new one or indeed none at 
all. 
The enemy has changed things 


for us just now. For a week we 
have been packed. an<L waiting for 
orders to vacate. Pur patients have" 
been sent to" places of • safety; and 
forty-five of the nurses have been 
sent to help in hospitals further back 
from the firing line. 
Fifty of us, 


with the officers and men, are still 
on the area which is now in the ad- 
vance war zone. 
This time 
the 


mountain came to Mohammed. 


I have hesitated also to write be- 


cause our life here is so strenuous 
just now, that I hardly know just 
what to tell you without saying too 
much. 
We are about as far from 


the greatest battle in history as you 
are from Columbus. At night we go 
out along the cliffs and watch the 
flashes in the sky from the heavy 
artillery fire. We are at the top 
notch of excitement 
not 
knowing 


what is going to happen next. It 
seems to act like an over dose of 
poison. We are very calm. We sit 
around the mess reading and sewing, 
waiting orders to leave at once or 
happily to re-open the hospital and 
carry on as usual. 


, On Sunday we had our usual offi- 
cers' tea. I met a very nice Ameri- 
can from Boston in the uniform' of 
a. British captain. He graduated from 
Harvard in 1914 and was traveling 
in England when the war started and 
joined the British forces three days 
later, just for the adventure he said, 
believing that he would be home be- 
fore Christmas. His two 
chums- 


joined the enemy forces for the same 
reason. One has been killed 
and 


the other one is missing. Capt. R. 
is still an 
American citizen 
and 


would like to transfer to our own 
forces. He cannot even go home on 
leave after four years of war. 
He 


was wounded and returned to Eng- 
land from Egypt on the "Tuscania." 
But that is a long story. 


One of our nurses and two of our 


officers have been wounded. None 
of them seriously. The nurse and 
one officer have gone to Blighty. 


We are disconsolate over our ex- 


pected move. We are so much more 
comfortable here than we shall be 
elsewhere. 
Yon would not call a 


canvass cot and packing box furni- 
ture comfortable but now that I am 
accustomed to it I find myself quite 
as comfortable as I was among the 
luxuries of Philadelphia, and it is in- 
finitely better than living in a tent 
with no furniture at all. The great- 
est thing however, is the number of 
patients. Being in a direct 
route 


and so near we received twice the 
number of patients that were 
re- 


ceived by the hospitals further back. 
They nave converted hotels, etc. into 
hospitals. We have an especially 
built field hospital and therefore can 
take care of many more patients. We 
have a complete camp which is so 
much more interesting than 
com- 


tnandcred sections of 
villages. 
I 


have visited the other place and do 
not like them after being here. AH 
the visiting officers, insurance offi- 
cers etc., say It is one of the nicest 
camps In France. It Is so fine being 
on* the coast. When we first arrived 
we felt like complaining sometimes 
about the liardships but now that we 
are about to leave we find that the" 
place is a veritable Eden. 
j 


Suppose you are reading the news 


of this fearful battle with great ex- 
citement also. 
Dispatches are sent 


down from the line to us every little 
while 
Yesterday's communiques 


were more 
encouraging. No 
one 


thought either side could be driven 
from their trenches but here they are 
fighting to a finish tn the open, nei- 
ther side baring time to dig them- 
selves in. All things seean to finally 
revert to the original.

Will its fur- 
niture or any household

be 


left, curtains and beautiful draperies 
which they have spent so many hours 
in making. 
Wonderful laces made 


in the convent. Have the Germans 
taken them or sent them to their 
own homes in Germany? They were 
told by the domestics, a little while 
after the Germans occupied the vil- 
lage, that German officers were liv- 
ing in the house. 1 gently reminded 
her that great hopes sometimes mean 
great disappointments. 
"But we do 


not mind, Mile, if only the building 
is standing. It is On the highest 
street in B— and we shall be able 
to see it as soon as we turn the cor- 
ner. 
Then will come the people we 


know and we shall all laugh and 
cry together and we -shall be so hap- 
py." 
But I do not thing the little 


village will be so happy. 
So many 


will not return and it takes a long 
time to forget the ravages of war. 
This- little story will give 
you 
an 


idea of the things we are 
living 


through over here. 


Letters have just arrived from the 


forty-five 
nurses sent 
to other 
areas. All are homesick and long to 
be with the original unit again. I 
feel very glad that I was' chosen to 
stay here at present even if we are 
only waiting. It cannot last long. 
There must be a decision 
in this 


great battle before long. 


The happiest diversion we have 


had for sometime is the 
announce- 


ment of an engagement in camp. One 
of the nurses is marrying our Colonel 
quite soon. He has been transferred 
to London where they will live for 
the present. 
We have had great 


fun helping her to buy a trousean in 
the little lace shops of the village. 
"Madame" of the shops is always 
keenly interested when we say the 
things are for a. bride and always 
adds many suggestions. "In France 
one does so and so. "Araerique n' 
estespas"?—and when we disclose 
our Colonel as 
the 
bridegroom, 


Madame certainly is overcome but 
recovers just in time to show us her 
complete stock of laces. We had 
planned a very 
nice golng-away 


party but Fritz has spoiled all that. 


It has been raining for a week or 


more but I have learned 
to walk 


through the mud and not around it 
which is Just about impossible over 
here. 


There are so many things prohib- 


ited just now that I am afraid to 
write more.
